In reviewing the history of past centuries and measuring the 
strides that have been made by the followers of the lowly Nazarene, 
we find no., standard unit with which we can measure the upward 
march of that branch of God's annointed ones known as the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. 

Emerging from a great world crisis of blood and carnage and 
entering into a mighty shadow of unrest, national misunderstanding, 
and racial antipathy that threatened seemingly for a time the very 
foundations of civilization and while the world stood trembling with 
a gaze of sorrowful amazement, crying with a quivering voice, "Whom 
shall I send and who will go for us," the old church took the tongs 
of its methodical sys tern, reached a live coal from the altar of fire 
upon which it was born and had flourished and touched the tongues 
of its millions of adherents and with one mighty voice that startled 
the world each cried for himself, "Here am I; send me." 

For a while the whole creation was startled by the magnitude 
of the Centenary Movement. It was simply the living blaze that had 
been fanned into action from the coal that was in the breast of the 
sainted Wesley when he said, "the world is my parish." 

It was the patentee of the panacea that was to do the most good 
in the world's mighty state of unrest, but it was by no means narrow 
for the patent rights were not reserved, and it said to all its cohorts, 
"It's a goodly land; let's go up and possess it." There are infringe- 
ments and imitations but no improvements upon the patent.
